Whitb River Junction, Vt., Jan. 24 
— The forward trucks of tho engine on 
special freight train No. 2(i, bound north, 
broke last night west of Hartford bridge, 
the scene of the last great disaster two 
years ago, derailing the engine ani dump- 
ing the eight oars down the embankment.

Washinoton, Jan. 24. — The Senate 
committee on territories will hold a moet- 
ing to-morrow to consider the Dakota 
bill. 

The Innngiirallon Procession. 

Haerisbdrg, Pa., Jan. 24. — Governor 
Beaver, chief marshal) of the coming in- 
auguration party, has information that 
more than 60,000 men will participate in 
tho grand parade. There will be 20,000 
composed of marching clubs ; 20,000 civ- 
ilians, and more than lo.OOO troops. Of 
the tmops, Pennsylvania will furnish 
about 8,000. 

Series of Train Accidents. 

New York, San. 24.— During the thick 
fog this morning a collision accurred on 
the elevated railroad at 104th street sta- 
tion, a train, which had just stopped at 
the station, being run into by a following 
train, which was. in turn, struck by a 
third train. Several of tho passengers, 
and one employe, were slightly injured. 
About the same hour two trains on tho 
Brooklyn elevated road collided in the 
same manner. Several of the passengers 
suffered slight injuries, and the ears were 
budly smashed. A passenger named 
Samuel Knitted became excited and jump- 
ped from the train to the street below. 
Ho struck on his head and was instantly 
killed. 

Trouble Willi Moonshiners. 

CHARLESTON, S. 0. , Jan. 24. —The rev- 
enue officers in north and western South 
Carolina are experiencing serious trouble 
with moonshiners. ■ On Tuesday last five 
revenue officers were fired upon by thirty 
men, but no one injured. Early yester- 
day morning the same revenue ollicors 
were again attacked by armed moonshin- 
ers, and deputy marshal Hightower was 
wounded. Tho officers returned the fire 
and succeeded in capturing one of the 
moonshiners. 

Uenlli ofn Keprenentntlve. 

Washinoton, Jan. 24.— Both branches 
of congress adjourned to-day after passing 
resolutions of respect to the memory of 
Representative Burns, of Missouri, and 
appointing a committee to attend the 
funeral. No other business was trans- 
acted.

STATEMENT OP A HERMAN PAPER. 

Washinoton, Jan. 24.— Tho secretary 
of state has received despatches from Min- 
ister Pendleton, at Berlin, relative to tho 
Snmnan question. Tho only portion made 
public to-day was a series of clippings 
from Berlin newspapers that wore not 
translated. The minister reported that 
Das Kleine Journal, of Jan. 7th, said : 
"According to official reports from Apia 
of Dec. 28th, the lauding corps of the Olga 
was sent to accompany the German con- 
sul to the camp of the natives in conse- 
quence of the destruction of Gorman 
property and the bodily insults to men of 
tho marine while on leave, the consul go- 
ing there to institute disarmament. On 
the way to the Bodelle plantation, the 
landing corps was by surprise at- 
tacked by rebels under the leadership 
of the American, Klein. A landing was 
thereupon made by men from the Olga, 
Adler and Eber, and tho natives wero 
thrown back, and several dwellings on tho 
beach destroyed. Lieutenant Sieher and 
fifteen men wero killed and thirty-eight 
men wounded — a victory, but a costly one, 
and not fine to be rejoiced over. Ger- 
man meddling in the quarrels of tbo kings 
Mataafu, Melietoa and Taniasses, ban 
been hailed with rejoicing from several 
quarters, for the reason that the final re- 
sult of tbo business was expected to be 
the occupation of Samoa by tho (ionium 
oinpiro.

— A telegram re- 
ceived to-day by the Uydrogruphic De- 
partment of the navy, from Stornoway (in 
the Hebrides, off tho northwest coast of 
Scotland), marks the completion of the 
long and erratic cruise of the derelict 
American schooner, W. L. White, aban- 
doned off Delaware Bay on March 13th 
lost during the great "blizzard." All of 
her crew were rescued, and the vessel, 
with masts and a portion of her sails 
standing, and tho ensign set with the 
union down, started off to the southeast 
before a northwest gale. Upon reaching 
the gulf stream she turned away to tho 
eastward, nnd

toward Europe, directly in the track of 
thousands of vessels engaged in the trans- 
Atlantic commerce, and now, after an in- 
terval of ten months and ton days, she 
has completed her voyage, and lies 
stranded on the coast of Lewis Island, 
one of the Hebrides. Her track, 
as plotted ou the pilot chart, is extremely 
interesting, illustrating the track followed 
by a derelict vessel under tho combined 
and varying influence of prevailing winds 
and currents, as a danger to commerce of 
such obstructions on the high seas, twen- 
ty-six of which are shown on tho pilot 
chart in their latest reported positions, 
and every great ocean storm adds to the 
number.

London, Jan. 24. — The Lord Mayor of 
London tendered Mr. Phelps, United 
States minister, a farewell banquet this 
evening at tbo Mansion House. Two 
hundred and fifty guests wore present, 
including Lord Roseborry and Lord Salis- 
bur3', Chief Justice Coleridge, and many 
loading and scientific men. Tho Lord 
Mayor proposed a toast to Mr. Phelps, 
who was enthusiastically greeted when he 
arose to reply. Mr. Phelps thanked the 
Lord Mayor and those present for their 
kindness and referred to tbo many kind- 
nesses be had received during his sojourn 
in England. He said that misunderstand- 
ings might arise between England mid 
America, though both governments were 
anxious to avoid their occurrence, but all 
dill'oreiices will bo callable of friendly solu- 
tion. He said ho did not know who 
would bo his successor, but he knew that 
he would bean American gentleman who 
would bo fit to stand as a medium of com- 
munication between the two eountries.and 
ho was certain Englishmen would give 
him a friondly welcome. 

Mo Connection with (he League. 

London, Jan. 24. — Mr. Gladstone 
writes to a correspondent who called his 
attention to tbo fact that a branch of tho 
Irish national league had been named 
after him, that ho liad no connection with 
the league or any knowledge upon the 
subject whatever. He says: "1 suppose 
my name was used owing to my efforts to 
free the Irish from oppressive laws, such 
as are absolutely certain to produce objec- 
tionable acts on the parts of some Irish- 
men, the fewness of which I only wonder 
at and feel thankful for." 

Traced lo Hie Lencur. 

London, Jan. 24.— Befor tho Parnell 
commission to-day, Capt. Sluck traced 
various outrages in Ireland to the National 
League, which bad been inspired, he said, 
by the inflamed language of several 
members of parliament, priests and other 
leaders of the league, He said the league 
had practically assumed the government 
of tho country. 

An Irish inspector named Rogers de- 
posed that be had found in the house of 
Anna O'Connor, secretary of the ladies 
hind loaguo of Athlone, letters from Anna 
to Parnell in reference to the formation 
of a ladies' branch of the league for the 
relief of evicted tenants. Mrs. O'Connor's 
accounts disclosed tlio fact that the ex- 
penditures had been made for the defence 
of prisoners charged with outrages.

The Irish Leader Escorted to Court by 
20,000 People. 



Hu is Roughly Treated by the Police, Which 
Leads to a Riot— The Crowd Use Stones 
and Sticks, and the Officers Retaliate With 
Bayonets— Many Injured. 



(Special to Tmc Golonibt. 
Washinoton, Jan. 24. — The Samoan 
troubles continue to bo the topic of dis- 
cussion in congressional circles. Senators 
Pryo and Sherman, members of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, in conversa- 
tion on tho subject, expressed tbo opinion 
that tho government of the United States 
should go to war if necessary, to prevent 
any foreign government from seizing the 
islands. The secret agreement with Ger- 
many ami England entered into by Secro- 
tary Bayard lias not yet been disclosed, 
but it is believed, on tho Republican side 
of the senate chamber, that it gives Ger- 
many undue prominence in the islands. 
Republican senators claim that Bayard 
had no authority to make such treaty; but 
acknowledged that he did come to some 
understanding which was outside of the 
existing treaty with Samoa. 

WILL KERMANT SEIZE THE ISLANDS 7 

A mem bur of the senate committee, dis- 
cussing tho general subject to-day, said : 
"1 would not be surprised at any moment 
to hear that Germany bad seized the is- 
lands. Sho bad nn understanding with 
England to parcel out tho islands of the 
Pacific, and this ia what makes the Ger- 
mans so careless of American interests." 

Mr. Sewell has expressed tho opinion 
that such is the intention of Germany.

Berlin, Jan. 24.— The North Qermaii 
Gazette denies the existence of a treaty 
precluding any European power from ac- 
quiring, or seeking to acquire, the as- 
cendancy in Samoa. It also denies that 
England and America have agreed upon 
any proceedings for the settlement of af- 
fairs in Samoa, The German agent in 
Samoa says, on the contrary, such a trea- 
ty would bo opposed to diplomatic eti- 
quette, and has officially notified the for- 
eign office at Berlin accordingly. The 
Zeitung continues; "Tho treaties be- 
tween Samoa, Germany, England and the 
United States provide that Samoa con- 
cedes to each treaty power equal rights 
with any other power; but no treaty re- 
garding the neutrality or the independence 
of Samoa oxists between Germany nnd 
America.

Dublin, Jan. 24.— Mr. Win. O'Brien's 
trial began to-day at Carrick-on-Suir, 
County Waterford. The government had 
proclaimed tho demonstration which was 
being organized to welcome the Irish 
leader, nevertheless 20,000 people gather- 
ed about the court bouse to see him when 
he came. Six hundred policemen with 
drawn batons charged upon the crowd, 
clubbing right and left; but they were un- 
able to disperse tho throng, whose excite- 
ment reached fever heat when Mr. O'Brien 
appeared and entered the court, the crowd 
cheering vociferously. Mr. Timothy 
Healy, M.P., defended Mr. O'Brien in 
the trial. Messrs. Dennis Kilbride, M.P. 
for Kerry, and Jus. L. Carew, M.P. for 
Kildare, have refused to answer a sum- 
mons for ollbnces under the coercion act. 
Warrants for'their arrest have been issued 
by a Kildare magistrate. 

ROUGH TREATMENT. 

Dublin, Jan. 24. — As Mr. O'Brien was 
trying to pass through the court house, he 
was impeded by tho press of the throng. 
An inspector seized him and dragged him 
for about thirty yards. Maddened at the 
sight, tbo peoplo pressed forward to res- 
cue O'Brien, but were repulsed by the po- 
lice, who formed around the inspector and 
his friends and the prisoner. Mr. Healy 
had a bayonet presented at his breast, 
but it did not pierce bis clothing. The 
newspaper reporters wero treated with 
violence, also. As soon as Mr. O'Brien 
entered tho court he complained to the 
magistracy that the police wore endeavor- 
ing to incite a bloody riot among the peo- 
ple. 

THE SCENE IN COURT. 

When counsel for the crown had con- 
cluded bis case against O'Brien, Timothy 
Healy, O'Brien's counsel, applied to the 
court for subpoenas for Lord Sallibury 
and Mr. Balfour, whose speeches, he said 
wero similar to O'Brien's. The applica- 
tion was refused. The people in the 
courtroom then beuan to murmur, and the 
galleries wore ordered to be cleared. The 
court officers proceeded to carry out the 
order, wdien O'Brien cried out: "I'll clear 
out, too," and started for the door. The 
magistrate shouted, "Stop him!" Then 
ensued a fierce struggle. A constable 
grabbed O'Brien, and the people flocked 
to aid him. Finally, aftor a prolonged 
fight, O'Brien, by the people's aid, reached 
tho street, his coat being noarly torn from 
his back . An immense crowd 
thereupon escorted him through the town 
in triumph. The police made

upon tho people escorting O'Brien, bAt- 
oning them mercilessly. Tho crowd re- 
turned the attack with a fusilado of stones, 
and used their sticks freely. O'Brien 
was wounded in the breast by a rifle stock 
and scores of people wero injured. The 
court hastily issued a warrant forO'Brien's 
arrest and then adjourned. Tho police 
with fixed bayonets patrolled the streets 
until a late hour. Twenty persons re- 
ceived wounds from bayonets, and at least 
forty were clubbed by police. Some of 
t ho bayonet wounds are dangerous. It is 
not known where O'Brien is at present, 
and it is not expected he will appear in 
court to-morrow.

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THE PEOPLE'S VERDICT. 

Wo aoo that Mr, William O'Brien has 
met with a reception in Ireland that any 
man, no matter what his position, might 
be proud of. Thousands upon thousands 
of his fellow-countrymen turned out to do 
him honor. All the methods which the 
people uso to show a public man that they 
hold him ill high esteem ware used by the 
inhabitants of Clonmel to welcome Mr. 
O'Brien on Wednesday hist. There were 
bands of music, h torchlight procession, 
complimentary addresses and enthusiastic 
cheering. Yet Mr. O'Brien lias been 
punished as a criminal and his visit to Ire- 
land is to answer a criminal charge. And 
it is not in Ireland only that this man 
who has been found guilty and punished 
for violating the law of his country is re- 
ceived with respect. In England his as- 
sociates are men of hi^li diameter and un- 
tarnished honor. 1 f lie should go to Scot- 
laud ho would be welcomed by crowds of 
law-abiding men with every mark of con- 
sideration and esteem. In America his 
welcome was enthusiastic when he visited 
it last, it would bo still more so now. 

Why is it that this man who 
had broken the law and ivho would 
soon have to appear before a jud^o as 
a criminal— this man, who has been pun- 
ished as an evil doer, who has boeulodged 
in a prison cell, and lived on prison fare, 
is respected and esteemed, not in his own 
country alone, but in every country where 
the English language is spoken It is be- 
cause the law which makes a criminal of 
him does not recommend itself to men's 
consciences as a just and necessary law. 
There must be something wrong about the 
law which condemns a man who is admit- 
ted by every one, friend and foe alike, to 
bo an honorable man, who would scorn to 
do a mean act, and whose life has been 
such that he cannot bu Biispeeted of doing 
what is ordinarily considered a wicked 
one. William O'Brien's character is with- 
out a blemish. This is admitted by the 
London Times itself, which allows that he 
is a good man, but which condemns him 
us a "fanatic. " 

Does it not appear to the impartial and 
intelligent reader that the policy which 
makes fanatics of such men as O'Brien — 
the policy which causes them to consider 
it their duty to their country to violate 
the laws which are the outcome of that 
policy, is unwise? It would seem that tho 
very circumstance that the men whom 
the Government of Great Britain consider 
it right to condemn and treat as evil 
doers are regarded by tho great ma- 
jority of their countrymen as martyrs, 
and are looked upon by hundreds of 
thousands who are mil their countrymen 
as worthy of the wannest sympathy and 
the highest respect, should lead the rulers 
of Great Britain to conclude that the 
course that they aro pursuing towards Ire- 
land is not the one to accomplish the end 
they have in view. A policy bo be suc- 
cessful must, in Greal Britain, be backed 
by the hearty approval of the great ma- 
jority of the people. But the treatment 
that Mr. William O'Brien and his fellow- 
offenders are receiving at the hands, not 
of Irishmen i alone, but of Englishmen and 
Scotchmen, should convince Mr. Balfour 
that his Irish policy does not meet with 
that approval. Ono of the alleged viola 
tors of the Irish coercion laws was appre- 
hended the other day in Scotland and 
thousands of Scotchmen were indignant 
at what they looked upon as an outrage. 
Tho law may manufacture criminals by 
tho thousand, but no law can compel men 
to regard as malefactors those whom 
they believe in their hearts to 
have done no evil. The public con- 
science is on the whole sound, and the 
inassos, when they have time to think, may- 
be trusted to discriminate between what is 
conventionally bad and what is intrinsic- 
ally evil. In the caso of the offenders 
against the Irish coercion laws they have 
decided, and thai decision is that thu 
men whom the Irish courts condemn are 
not necessarily bail or unworthy of their 
respect. This is an unhealthy state of 
things and one that cannot last. When 
tho public conscience iH not with public 
policy, tho policy must sooner or later 



give way,

NOV AN ARGUMENT. 

Tho Toronto Globe sv.ys that tho asser- 
tion, "There; is no use in asking the 
Americans for unrestricted reciprocity ; 
thoy won't grant it," is no argument 
against tho policy adopted by the unre- 
stricted reciprocity advocates. It may 
not have tho form of an argument, but it 
contains a suggestion which those advo- 
cates would do well to consider carefully. 
If it were put in this shape perhaps our 
contemporary would not pronounce it so 
very ridiculous. Can that policy bo called 
Canadian which cannot be carried out 
without tho co-oporation of a foreign na- 
tion ? When it is known that that nation 
is opposed to tho principles involved in 
tho policy of unrestricted reciprocity, tho 
impropriety of making it tho distinctive 
policy of a great party appears in a very 
strong light. Supposes "Eestrictionisb 1 ' 
should ask the Globe "If you prevailed 
upon a majority of Canadians to favor 
your policy, what then I" The answer 
must bo unsatisfactory to those who bo- 
liovo in unrestricted reciprocity. Tho 
Canadian majority would have no power 
to carry out their views. They would 
thou bo no nearer thu attainment of their 
wishes than thoy two now. They 
would have to wait until a ma- 
jority of tho American people came 
to their views, and when that would bo it 
is exceedingly hard to tell. Tho Ameri- 
cans have shown themselves to be ultra 
protectionists, and even those who favor 
commercial union with Canada are deter- 
mined to withhold that kind of union un- 
til it carries with it political union. Mr. 
Butterworth was but the other day a 
strong advocate of commercial union with 
Canada, but he has been forced to aban- 
don that position, and now ho is an an- 
nexationist. If the unrestricted recipro- 
city advocates became triumphant we 
would have in Canada the very singular 
spectacle of a party raised to power on 
a policy which they were powerless 
to carry out. A good many, perhaps, 
would not caro much .about that 
if office and its spoils fell into their 
hands, but the people who would natur- 
ally expect to enjoy the advantages of un- 
restricted reciprocity as soon us their 
friends were elevated to power would not 
be so easily satisfied. They would feel 
that they hud been gullod, that the reci- 
procity people hail obtained power on 
false pretenses, that the politicians had 
promised what thoy were unnblo to per- 
form. It seems to us that tho people 
who decline to support those who make 
unrestricted reciprocity witli the United 
States the main issue between the Oppo- 
sition and the party in power because they 
believe that tho Americans are opposed to 
such reciprocity, have common sense on 
their side. It is those Canadians who 
make tho policy of the Dominion depend- 
ent on the caprice of a not too friendly 
neighbor, that place themselves and their 
country in a false position. 

E I > ITORIAL* COMMENTS. 

The formalities of the Presidential elec- 
tion aro not yet completed. On the 0th 
of November the Electors were chosen. 
On the first Tuesday in January those 
Electors mot and went through the form 
of electing a President and Vice-Pres- 
ident. The votes of tho Electors 
are still to be formally counted and 
the result announced. This will be 
done in Congress. The Senate and House 
.jf Representatives will meet, and accord- 
ing to rules made and provided, the voteB 
will bo counted, and Mr. Harrison and 
Mr. Morton declared duly elected and in- 
stalled. The election, which was really 
ended when the votes cast on the 0th of 
Xovomber were counted, is not consum- 
mated until four months afterwards, and 
then not until a number of what appears 
to bo wholly unnecessary formalities are 
gone through. There has been some con- 
troversy whothor tho whole matter is to 
wind up in a ball. There are many who op- 
pose this inauguration ball. They don't be- 
lieve in dancing and merrymaking, and 
would have tho whole inauguration as 
solemn as a funeral. It seems to us that 
the ball is the most sensible part of the 
closing proceedings. After so many dull 
and meaningless formalities a little natu- 
ral gayety is quite in order. 

THE MAYOR'S ANNUAL REPOKT. 

Improvements Effected During tho Punt 
Year-bUKK<'Stlons for the Now liourd- 
Klnauelal Condition or tho City -Street 
Work, Etc. 

Tho report of Mayor Grant on the af- 
fairs of the city for the year 1888, which 
was submitted to tho City Council at the 
last meeting of tho year, was as follows : 
To the Ratepayers of I' id or in City: 

Ladies ami Gentlemen, 1 have much 
pleasure in placing before you a report 
upon the affairs of the city for tho past 
year. 

It is gratifying to bo able to state that 
improvement within the city during the 
year just closed has been most marked. 
The large number of very substantial edi- 
lices winch have been erected prove how 
surely the city is growing. The sum of 
money invested in buildings during the 
year 1888 has far exceeded that of any 
other year in its history, and will tend to 
give still greater confidence to capitalists 
in the future steady growth and prosperity 
of Victoria. There are many reasons ivhy 
this city possesses a decided advantage 
over other cities within the province, such 
as a splendid site, a salubrious, healthful 
and equable climate, easy access from the 
Pacific, largo concentration of capital, and 
its situation as tho northwest gate for the 
commerce of half a continent, together 
with beautiful surroundings and magnifi- 
cent scenery. All those combine to point, 
to the ultimate greatness of our fair city. 
Vet, whatever our natural and acquired 
advantages, the ratepayers and other con- 
tributors to thu revenue of tho corpora- 
tion should bear in mind that they ought, 
to assist tho incoming council to carry on 
several much-needed works, viz. : a com- 
plete and satisfactory water supply, which 
will bo a profitable investment, and a pro- 
per and effeotive system of sewerage 1 
would also advise the paving, with good 
material, of a portion of tho business 
streets, which then could bo kept free 
from dust. Tho saving in sprinkling, 
mud-scraping and hauling would pay the 
interest on tho outlay. It is timo, in my 
opinion, that a commencement should be 
made in beautifying Beacon Hill Park, 
which should bo made ovon more attract- 
ive than nature has loft it. Tho fostering 
ol now manufactories and industries should 
receive liberal consideration, and all mat- 
ters and things which will in any way 
promote and induce substantial growth 
and prosperity in tho city, ought to liuve 



duo attontion. To accomplish what 
is here set forth, it will bd found necessary 
tn ask the ratepayers f-;r authority to ob- 
tain money by loan, and as tho rovoutie is 
rapidly increasing without an increase of 
rate, 1 can see no valid reason for property 
owners being afraid of tho Corporation 
incurring a reasoanble dobt upon the 
credit of tho city to enable needed im- 
provements to be carried on, more especi- 
ally as tho total liability of tho city for 
loans, deducting the sinking funds in the 
bank, is only $o0:i,084.74. Ono asset of 
tho Corporation, viz. , the water works, if 
put on the market to-morrow, would bring, 
perhaps, three times that sum. But 
it would be most unwiso to disposo of 
thoin. Tho city's first-class financial 
standing will enahlo tho Corporation to 
sell its bonds in the money market at a 
low rate of interest; no doubt, for worthy 
objectB, at as low a rate as 4 per cent. 

I would advise an amendment to the 
Municipalities Act, so that loans could 
be obtained without the necessity of pro- 
viding a sinking fund, as financiers now 
look upon tho sinking fund system as a 
waste of money, tho borrower, figurative- 
ly speaking, in most cases boing com- 
pelled to sell money at one-half of what 
is paid for it. 

Tho qualifications of the different class- 
es of municipal voters are, to say the 
least, badly mixed up and entirely incom- 
patible with other requirements of tho 
Act. 

Provision ought to be made for select- 
ing ti chairman for the Licensing Board 
in the absence of the mayor. 

IIKAETH. 

This, to my mind, is a subject for 
lirst consideration, for what is wealth 
without it. 1 beg to call attention to the 
remarks to bo found in the Health Olti- 
cer'a report in connection with tho use of 
water from wolls on citizens' premises, 
and also as to ventilation in tho public 
schools. During the latter part of tho 
summer there were developed a lew cases 
of smallpox, but with duo caro and atten- 
tion serious consequences were averted. 
Tho nuinlior of deaths exceeded by a few 
those of 1887, but they were some 40 less 
than the number recorded for 1880. 
FINANCIAL. 

Tho detailed statements given by the 
accountant and verified by the auditor are 
attached, and will be found to contain the 
particulars of the year's transactions. It 
is satisfactory to know that tho increase 
of revenue over that of last year was con- 
siderable, principally from real estate and 
water rates. 

To the liability of the city was added 
during the year §50,000; 820,000 of this 
was obtained for improving the water dis- 
tribution within the city and was duly 
expended. Tho balance was to construct 
a sewer along Johnson street, with neces- 
sary branches; but owing to wet weather 
having sot in before the plans were com- 
pleted it was deemed wise to defer the 
work until the early spring. The deben- 
tures for the above sum sold at a premi- 
um of 1* per cent, although thoy bear 
I per cent less interest than those sold 
two years ago, viz., 5 per cent per annum. 

The Council was enabled to make large 
expenditures during the year, as will be 
observed by tho statement. Tho princi- 
pal items of increase in the ordinary ex- 
penditure, over that of last year, were on 
Waterworks, Streets, Board of Health 
and Re-audit. 

During the early part of the year an 
examination and re-audit of the corpora- 
tion bunks was ordered, and accordingly 
a committee of four auditors was appoint- 
ed to commence" the re-audit from the 
first of 1881, and when completed it was 
found that between the 1st of January, 
1881, and the 20th of September of this 
year, the late Treasurer, Mr. Russell, was 
short in his accounts to the amount of 
85,413.10. 

Your Council have experienced great 
difficulty in keeping the expenditure with- 
in the limit, as there is so much to bo ac- 
complished that is desirable and neces- 
sary. 

STREETS, 

The steadily increasing tralic through- 
out the city and the vast improvements in 
buildings in the suburbs, requiring now 
streets to be opened, are two factors in 
the increased expenditure under this 
bead. During the year your Council have 
been enabled to accomplish considerable 
in street repairing and in new works, but 
not as much as contemplated. The sum 
expended in this department lor the year 
was $52,642.38, the particulars of which 
will be found in the Street Committee re- 
port. Some '2000 yards of rock is on 
hand, which can be placed where most 
needed by thu incoming Council. The 
completion of the Dallas Road is a work 
that ought to be carried out, and which 
will make a very desirable drive when the 
( ioverninont shall havecontinued the same 
to connect with the Foul Bay road. Com- 
munications have been sent to the city's 
representatives asking them to remind tho 
Government of their promise made last 
session to have tho work performed. 
WATER WORKS. 
During the year very important and 
needed improvements have been prose- 
cuted by tho Water Works Commissioner 
within the city, in the raising of numbers 
of branches of small pipes and replacing 
them by larger ones, as well as the laying 
of a half-inch main from the north side 
of the city along Cook afreet and in con- 
tinuing the line by way of Beacon Hill to 
the outer W barf by smaller pipes of such 
capacity as will give the necessary supply 
to all consumers on thu James Bay 
side. On tho city distribution system 
the expenditure for tho year was 
8(42,499.35, §16,499.35 having been paid 
out of the general revenue, 820,000 by 
this year's loan and SO, 000 out of the 87n,- 
000 lean of 1880; $22,477.15 was paid out 
of the saino loan on account of the 10- 
incb main, material, right of way and ex- 
cavation. In tho interest of a first-class 
supply, as well as proper lilterage, a fur- 
ther sum will have to be borrowed, so that 
at the earliest possible date the citizens 
can obtain all the water desired. A large 
quantity of water pipot are still on hand, 
which will be placed as required. An elab- 
orate report by tho Water Works Com- 
missioner will be found appended. 
CITY LI011TINO. 
On account of a delicit in a part of the 
electric light plant the lighting was for a 
time not all that could be desired, but re- 
pairs were effected and tho service since 
Iris been generally acceptable. A propo- 
sition to still further improve this branch 
of I bo city works has received careful at- 
tention by a committee of the Council, 
who recommend an additional now plant 
whereby portions of the thickly built part 
of the city will receive more light than is 
at present obtainable, lis well as give to 
parts of the suburbs, which at present do 
not got a fair share, a reasonable supply. 
FIIIE DEPARTMENT. 
It has been found that this branch of 
tho service, under the paid system, has 
given satisfaction. As will bo observed 
by the report of the chief, no serious con- 
flagrations have occurred during the year. 
In eases where fires promised to do great, 
damage thoy wore fortunately kept within 
small bounds. With a complete systom 
of hydrants throughout tho city, tho 
chances of loss by firo will bo greatly re- 
duced. To assist in keeping the loss by 
tiru down to a minimum the department 
should bo provided with a first-class firo 
engino, a nood which will no doubt 
receive duo consideration by thu new 
Council. 

POLICE, 

Whon it was doomed necessary during 
the year to incroaso the permanent force 
by specials it was done; but it is satisfac- 
tory to know thtttthe usual police strength 



was found adequate oxcoptin a fow cases. 
It is gratifying to tho rosidonts that crime 
of a seriov.sch.-.ractcr has been a stranger in 
the community^ The perpetrators of petty 
offences have been nearly always ferreted 
out by the police with commendable alacrity. 
Generally the efficient condition of the staff 
is up to tho requirements and is a source 
of satisfaction. To better moot tho neces- 
sities of tho department, including lock-up 
accommodations, an addition to the City 
Hall ought again to bo considered, and if 
possible carried out, so that thore may bo 
more room for police, prisoners and liro 
department horses, while the second storey 
would give more office room, a requirement 
which is presenting itself on account of the 
increasing revenue and consequent incroaso 
of expenditure. 

SEWERAGE. 

This is a very important matter, and 
ono that requires tho very best and most 
careful consideration. While it is true 
that the city is in possession of a complete 
set of plans, selected by a former committee 
and council some three years ago, aftor a 
great deal of labor on tho committee's 
part, and known as a combined system, 
yet I believe it would bo wise to carefully 
consider whether or not it would bo pos- 
sible to lift by a fow feet, so to speak, that 
combined plan out of tho ground, to save 
excavation, either by a Boparato system 
or by a combination of both systems. If 
this could be done without ondangering 
tho eflioiency of this needed work, it would 
bo found to bo a great saving in cash. 
Ross IIAV (JKMBTERY. 

It was considered by the outgoing 
council that an enlargement of the 
grounds is necessary, in which caso it 
would bo wise to move in this direction 
before substantial improvements are made 
on adjoining properties. 

BEACON BILL PARK. 

This attractive resort has not received 
that amount of consideration which its 
importance demands, although during' the 
year the Council expended upon it fully 
as much as could be spared from other 
needed works. 

It should be the pride of Victorians to 
make this spot more attractive still. To- 
ward this end a landscape gardener 
should bu engaged to preparo a 
proper plan, so that what may be ex- 
pended on it from time to time will bo in 
the right, direction. 

THE COUNCIL. 

The members of the Municipal Council 
have within the year devoted much timo 
to city affairs, often, 1 am sure, to their 
own serious inconvenience. It could not 
bo expected that all tho members would 
agree on every subject before thu Council, 
but I feel convinced that any differences 
that existed were simply from looking at 
the city's interests from diUbront stand- 
points.

An Old Washington Guide- Keintei an In- 
cident <>f Ills Exnertonooi 

Not n half dozen people among the muny 
thousands who daily pass troni tho Senato 
\vin f r of tho capitol through the corridor 
past the Supremo Court-room £hd arouud 
the woll to tho great rotunda have any Idea 
that above them in tho littlo round tops 
that crown the well and corridor ceilings is 
it curious mazo of dark, winding, gloomy 
passages and irregular chambers that fair- 
ly rival the classical labyrinth or mytholo- 
gy, v. rites a Washington correspondent. In 
moving a stock of time-stained documents 
11 tliiig one of these round tops tho laborers 
disclosed a door that for ten years has nov- 
cr swung upon its rusty hinges.

Remlnlitcflnc«H of the I)i*t» When Tliuea 
>Yero Hard In the Confederacy. 

From an article entitled "Hard Times in 
tho Confederacy" in tho Ctnturu wo quote 
tho following : "In August, lfiM, a private 
citizen's coat, and vest, mado of live yards 
of coarso homespun cloth, cost two hundred 
and thirty dollars oxclusivo of tho price 
paid for tho making. Tho trimmings con- 
sisted of old cravats; and for the cutting 
and putting together, a country tailor 
charged fifty dollars. It is safe to say that 
tho private citiion looked a veritable guy 
In his new suit, in spite of its heavy drain 
u|K>n his pocket-book. 

"In January. 1805, tho material for a 
lady's dross which before tho war would 
havo cost ten dollars could not bo bought 
for less than five hundred. The masculine 
mind is unequal to tho task of guessing 
how great a sum might havo been had for 
bonnets 'brought through tho lines'; for in 
spite of patient self-sacrifice and unfalter- 
ing devotion at the bedsides of tho wounded 
in the hospital, or in ministering to the 
needs of relatives and dependents at home, 
tho Southern women of those doys are 
credit d with as keen an interest, in tho 
ashions as women everywhere in civilized 
amis are apt to be m limes of peace. It 
Wis natural that they should be so inter- 
sted, even though that interest could In the 
uaia notreach beyond theory.

Which sltg 
gests that the habit of Ignorant egotism in 
unroots tend to breed in children a crimina 
conceit and tendency to do whatever win 
make them notorious."

ONTARIO LEGISLATURE. 

Toit of the OpmiliiK Siioecii from liia Throne. 

TheOntnrio legislature opened yesterday. 
The speech from the throne congratulated 
tho mombors of the legislature upon the 
recent decision in reference to tho pro- 
vincial right to timber and mineral lands.
